Soccer NSW Revamps League Format

T he NSW Soccer Federation last 
Wednesday night unceremoni- 
ously dumped five clubs from its 
present 14 team Super League when it 
released the names of just 10 clubs that 
will form the new Summer League 
starting in the first week of October. 

The five clubs ousted are, Bankstown, 
Eastern Suburbs, Fairfield Bulls, Manly 
and the Macarthur Rams. 

A surprise selection into the new 
Summer League has been Belconnen 
(ACT). 

The newly admitted team from the 
national capital into the Summer League, 
now joins the other nine successful appli- 
cants:

+ Bonnyrigg White Eagles. 

« Canterbury Marrickville Olympic. 

+ Central Coast Coasties. 

+ Leichhardt Tigers.

Eastern Suburbs and Macarthur at this 
stage seem not too perturbed with their 
omission. 

The same is understood to not be the 
case with two other clubs, Bankstown and 
the Fairfield Bulls. 

Bankstown is one of just a few clubs in 
the Super League that is able to draw a 
crowd. 

Tn the case of the Fairfield Bulls, they 
have recently spent over $2.5 million on 
extensively remodelling their Social Club, 
ideally situated adjacent to their home 
pitch, 

The State Federation had previously 
expressed its intentions to member clubs 


that it wanted its new Summer League to 
take on the format of a more compact 12, 
oreven 10 team League. 

Submissions for entry to the new 
Summer League were received by the 
Board of the NSW Soccer Federation 
from 21 clubs. 

Mr Peter Gray, President of the NSW 
Soccer Federation stated last week: “The 
Board is confident that the 10 clubs select- 
ed, thoroughly deserve their position in 
the new Summer League.”

One club official from the Sutherland 
Sharks pointed out that the 10 clubs in the 
new Summer League will gain cost sav- 
ings on power for ground lights at training 
sessions staged during daylight saving 
months as against the winter period. 

Another club official fully approved the 
Federation’s move. 

“It’s a good move as for example 
there’s a vast number of young players in 
the NSW Youth Leagues that play in win- 
ter. Now they'll be able to come out and 
watch the seniors in competition from 
next Summer, 

This same club official believes that 
the reduction of teams in the new Summer 
League will automatically lift the overall 
standard of quality of players.

Awaritefe's scintillating work rate has yielded him four goals in the 


scoreline considering we had a chance in the first half that could have 
changed the complexion of the game.”

‘The visitors were handed a golden opportunity to equalise in the 33rd 
minute when a collision between Glory defender Hamilton Thorp and 
goalkeeper Jason Petkovic left Ante Moric with the ball and the goal at his 
mercy, but the normally reliable midfielder sliced his final touch well wide 
of the mark. 

As it tumed out, that was the only real chance United had of scoring 
which was due mainly to the sound Perth defence, especially Edgar Junior 
and Gareth Naven. Tom Pondeljak was the other main threat to the Perth 
team, but he was only able to direct a number of strikes well above 


past five matches since his long awaited return from injury. Galvanised 
with the high quality form of the left-sided Renaud, the Marconi- 
machine has at last taken on a lethal image as it storms towards the 
line. 

After the match Renaud evaluated; “Marconi no longer has just a 
First XI, but a real First squad of XV to battle with. That’s just great.” 

Outstanding for Marconi , yet again, were Awaritefe, superbly 
supported by left wingback Renaud, steely mobile midfielder Chad 
Gibson and front runner Sean Babic, whilst for the Spirit, central 
midfielder Michael Cunico, left wingback Matthew Langdon, goalie 
Paul Henderson plus young striker Simon Catanzaro stood out. 

Marconi’s always calm coach Eddie Kmeevic later reflected: “We 
deserved to win this one as we dominated for long periods of time and 
their goalkeeper (Henderson) had a great game.

‘Schwertz in particular set about making his presence felt and his dogged 
determination paid dividends in the 85th minute, just seconds after he had a 
grass-leyel strike superbly saved by Hughes, by setting up Glory’s second 
goal with a defence piercing pass to Ergic who made no mistake in guiding 
the ball past oncoming “keeper. 

Schwertz’s animated expression towards the bench after the goal was 
his South American way of letting Stange know that he should have been in 
the first 11 after scoring a classy goal against the Kingz the previous week. 
Stange indicated to the media after the match that he will get his wish next 
week for the tough away clash against South Melbourne.

‘anchester United said last 
Me= that they fully expect- 

ed England international 
midfielder David Beckham to stay at 
the club at least for the next three 
years — although they would not 
break the bank to keep him. 

Beckham, 24, has been linked with a 
move away from Old Trafford in recent 
weeks with tabloid newspapers claim- 
ing a rift between the player, his pop 
star wife Victoria Adams — also 
known as Posh Spice — and the club’s 
manager Sir Alex Ferguson. 

But Manchester United chairman Sir 
Roland Smith said when United’s half- 
yearly figures were announced: 

“Beckham's got three years left to go 
on his contract. He’s certainly staying.” 

Along with other key players, 
Beckham’s salary will be renegotiated 
at the end of next season to take into 
account new TV and sponsorship deals. 
including a new Premier League TV 
deal. 

United’s chief executive Martin 
Edwards also said he expected 
Beckham to stay at the club, who won a 
treble of European Cup, English league 
and FA Cup last season. 


EFA and FIFA face almost 

certain disappointment in their 

efforts to persuade the 
European Union to reverse some of 
the most damaging effects of the 
Bosman ruling, EU officials warned 
last week. 

FIFA President Sepp Blatter and 
UEFA Chief Executive Gerhard Aigner 
met ministers last month from Finland, 
Portugal and France representing the EU 
and left the talks confident that in future 
European clubs would have to field at 
Teast six domestic players in their sides. 

The federations are looking to the 15- 
nation bloc to introduce a special “proto- 
col” in its governing treaty declaring 
sport a special case which deserves to be 
exempted from rules on the free move- 
ment of workers. 

France has already won a similar 
exemption for its film makers, 

But the European Commission said 
the plan was unlikely to win the neces- 
sary support from all 15 governments. 

“We certainly won’t get unanimity on 
this among the 15,” 4 Commission 
spokesman said.

Disappointment for UEFA and

He said the Netherlands and 
Denmark, to name but two, were strong- 
ly opposed to the type of “sporting 
exception” being talked about so posi- 
tively by Blatter. 

Some of Europe’s biggest clubs, the 
likes of Juventus, Barcelona and AC 
Milan, are also applying pressure to 
resist any attempt to go back on the 
European Court’s 1995 ruling which 
completely rewrote the rulebook for how 
they do their business, 

The Bosman ruling tured European 
soccer on its head by lifting restrictions 


“We will weigh up the dangers of 
losing key players but to say that play- 
ers can ask for what they want doesn’t 
make any sense,” he added. 

Manchester United’s players wage 
costs jumped by 3.0 million pounds 
($7.5 million) in the six months to the 
end of January, largely due to four new 
signings last summer to meet the 
demands of the revamped European 
Champions League. 

The club signed two new goalkeep- 
ers, Mark Bosnich and Massimo Taibi, 
as well as Mikael Silvestre and Quinton 
Fortune, and also signed a new contract 
for manager Sir Alex Ferguson, who 
was knighted after United’s achieve- 
Tents last season. 

But despite the higher wages, the 
club managed to post a rise in profit 
before tax to 12.2 million pounds 
($30.5 million) from 11.0 million 
pounds ($27.5 million) a year earlier. 

“Player costs will continue to 
increase but the negotiations will large- 
ly take place after we renegotiate the 
television deals.

InterClubNet.com, which is due to begin operat- 
ing in May, will contain a database of 18,000 pro- 
fessional players from around the world and will 
enable club directors, managers and “other top deci- 
sion makers” around the world to communicate with 
each other. 

‘The company say their secure site will cut out the 
isk inherent in the international transfer market. 

Nick Roach, the managing director of the new 
system, said at a news conference held to launch the 
new company that Manchester United, AC Milan, 
Tnter Milan and all 20 clubs in the Brazilian champi- 
onship were among the hundreds who had already 
joined the system. 


Martin Edwards, Manchester United's chief exec- 
utive said: 

“We were delighted to be the first client of 
InterClubNet. We recognise that this is an excellent 
system which will provide invaluable information 
for clubs around the world.” 

Roach added: “It is not open to the public. It is 
private and secure and means that clubs can deal 
directly with each other. 

“One of the beauties of the system is that if, for 
example, a club in Brazil sends a message to Martin 
Edwards at Manchester United it goes directly to 
him. If he has sent the message in Portuguese, it can 
be instantly translated into English. 

“For years the top decision makers in football 
have had problems dealing directly with one another 
— but by signing on to this system, they will be able 
to do that, We think it will significantly change the

way clubs do business with each other over transfers 
and in every other way, in the future.” 

Asked whether Edwards would end up receiving 
500 or 600 messages a day from smaller clubs eager 
to sell their players to Manchester United, Roach 
explained there was a blocking system in place to 
prevent that from happening. 

Details of available players would be placed on 
an international “transfer list” accessed on the site 
and if a club wanted to retain their anonymity in the 
initial stages of transfer negotiations they could do 
that too. 

Although the system appeared to work against the 
idea of agents, Dennis Roach, one of the most 
famous agents in the world who is also Director of 
Football for the new company, said it would in fact 
be just the opposite.
